On the otlier side of tho continent wo 
find our American neighbors more 
amenable to reason. Eastern merchants 
appreciate the serviei^ which is por- 
foriiioil for ihe Amerii-an ]ieople by Can- 
adian railways and they ilo not believe 
that trriities .-iluuihl be abrogated nml 
laws made to place the necks of the 
American people completely under the 
heels of tho great railway monopolies. 
The Portland, Maine, Board of Trade 
recently adopted the following resolu- 
tion. 

Besolveil, That this board protests 



against the enactment of any legi.slavion 
which will deprive our citizens of the 
hioilitiea for f ransporlation ol liie.id- 
.stiiU's and other inaiiufaetures iiowolVercil 
by our j^reat (Mimniercial liigiiways 
thvough ('ana. la and between tlie 
limtie Hi'abor.rd and the West, am! espe- 
cially prote.at.s against any aiiie'iidnienl 
of existing laws for the piir[>i>se of 
throwing ob.stacles in the way of siieli 
transportation, and against the w ith- 
drawal of the privilege of carrying nier- 
chaiidi.so of the United States in bond 
through Canada as now jnaclised, and 
against any action which w ill tend to 
obstruct or destroy competifion in the 
I raii.sportatinn of such inercliaiidi.se, and 
llierel)y build up moni>|)olie.s to the 
detriment of the cities and coimiiei cial 
interests now reooivhig the lienelits of 
free and unobstructed transportation to 
anil from the' West over Canadian rail- 
roads. 

The great railway corporations are 
very strong in the United States and 
they have niuoh inltuouco with the laem- 
hers of Congress. Although the United 
States is a Republic it is not always the 
interests of tho greatest number t hat are 
.■onsulfud when laws are made. The 
lobby is most imliistrioiis and the argu- 
ments it uses are c.voeedingly pcrsiiiisive. 
therefore, though the Canadian railways 
are of great use to a largo proportion of 
the .-\inerican people it is by no means 
certain that laws will not be maile to 
deprive them ol tho benetit.a which tliey 
derive from those railways. 



A WRETCHED LOT. 

We live in an uiibeliev ing age. In- 
credulous peo|)le arc continually a.tking 
questions and weighing probabilitii's, and 
when any story they are told, no matter 
who the teller ia, these .sceptics e.\aiiiiiie 
it forthwith and if they tind it impiob- 
iihle or not supported by what tliey i'"ii- 
sider siitiicient evidence they, witlnail 
scruple, give publicily lo ilieir chjubls.

THE CROPS. 

It is rather too soon to predict with 
anything liko confidence wh.ittlii.s year's 
orop is likely to be, but the iinlii-a i ions, 
-so fur, ,ne both in Caiiadri and the 
United States, uxct'edingly j.roi. using. 
The winter w heat in Oiilaiio is ip ex- 
cellent condition, and Ihe weather is 
favorable to .its continued growth. Rye 
is in the same condition. These crops 
are this year nneomnionly free from in- 
sect pests of all kinds. Very little is 
beard of either the Hessian lly or the 
wire worm. What is rather iiiiusiial, 
the fruit growei-s admit that their proa- 
pocts are good. In tho spring, no mat- 
ter whot the weather has been, the 
fruit-growers are apt to grumble; an 
early frost, or a blight, or iiiseids, or 
something is geifrally coiiiidaiiicd of as 
spoiling the prospect of a good fruit liar- 
vcit. The peach-growers are peculiarly 
doleful, and are pretty sure to lead the 
world to helii've that the crop is certain to 
be ,1 l.iilnic;. bill this is an exceptional 
ye,ir, lor there are, solar, no coiiiplaiiits. 
The i:attle wi-re Inrned mil ill tlie spring 
in gomi order, and the pasture was so 
good that they have kept on improving. 
The only crop about which there arc 
any complaints in Ontario is clover- It 
makes a poor showing. The spring 
f'rosis are hard mi the clover, and it 
may he that just after the ground be- 
came bare and vraa water-soaked a sharp 
frodt or two damaged it. It is too soon to 
.say anything about the root crops. 
Potatoes almost cover tho ground in 
this ])rovince before fa riiier'i ill the east 
liegiii ]ilaiit iiig, and tinniiis are not an 
early crop. Of course it is loo soon to 
apeak with certainty of any crop in 
eastern C'anaila, for almost everj'thing 
depends upon the weather during the 
next two months, hut at the present 
writing, farmers are warranted in feel- 
ing hopeful. 

In the United .States cereals look well. 
The rating of wheat is from !•-! to !)ij; 
of rye from 94 to 95.5; and the average 
of w inter barley is DO.O. Crops look 
u ell ill tho south, and the report from 
t!ie' western state.-i is hopeful. The 
recent lair,;. have done wonders for the 
growing grain in the north-westorii 
states and territories. The outlook in 
the Pacific states is cheerful. The rain 
came in good time, and there was 
enough of it. In this province the crops 
are looking wrll, and are very much 
further advanceil than they aii- in the 
cast. The prospect now it* that there 
will ho a good ernp of all kinds.
